“The one way to operate’ the 
railroads in safety is to revive 
joint negotiations, bring justice to 
the workers and thus make pos- 
sible a condition of safety to rail- 
road equipment. The public is 
endangered not by what the work- 
ers may do, but by railroad equip- 
ment that is going from bad to 
worse and that cannot be kept in 
repair except by constant atten- 
tion and effort of the men who 
now find it impossible to work.”

grand jury of Floyd county the 
other day Superior Court Judge 
Moses Wright, one of the ablest 
and most progressive jurists in the 
state of Georgia,

a law making the manufacture or 
sale of pistols in this state a felo- 
ny. 

This request was made by Judg 
Wright after he had called the at- 
tention of the grand jurors to “the 
awful record of the state and the 
south in the matter of homicides” 
_a record which, so far as Georgia 
and Georgians are concerned, is 
disgraceful, damaging, and a blot 
upon the fair name of our state: 

It is not to be assumed, of course, 
that merely placing a.legal ban 
upon the manufacture or sale of 
pistols would stop murder; but it 
stands to reason that, since the vast 
majority of the murders committed 
in Georgia from day to day—and 
murder is of almost daily occur- 
rence within the borders of this 
gtate--are done with pistols, any 
action that may be taken to put 
those instruments of death beyond 
the reach of would-be killers would 
have a decided tendency toward the 
curtailment of that type of crime. 

At any rate, it could do no pos. 
sible harm and would undoubtedly 
step in the right direction. 

In Atlanta there are scores of 
places of business—pawn shops, 
hardware and sporting-goods stores 
—into which any person, man or 
woman, black or white, drunk 
sober, may go, absolutely unidenti- 
fied and unknown to the proprie- 
tor, and, for a few dollars, procure 
and emerge

a pistol, fully loaded, 
a few minutes later to mingle witb 
the public on the streets, fully 
armed and equipped to kill.

AMERICANS ROUT 
RUSSIAN FAMINE 


z “It would be impossible to find 
anywhere in the world a group of men 
working more loyally or harmoniously, 
or better upholding American ideals 
and standards than the 15U or more 
Americans who are directing the work 


of the American Relief administra- 
tion in Kussia.” That was the state- 
ment of Paul 8S. Barrett, of Union 
Hill, Ga., who has just returned from 
Kussia after a tour of duty with the 
A. KR. A., which was terminated by 
an attack of pneumonia. Mr. Bar- 
rett bad the unusual experience of 
not only handling grain which Amer- 
ica has been sending to feed both 
adults and children in Russia, but of 
sailing both to and from his post— 
Novourossisk—on grain ships, the New 
Britain going over, and the Sunweco 
returning. 

While American food has reached 
the famine districts and bas brought 
the problem to a point where the 
crops will be the answer as to 
whether further aid will be neces- 
sary, Mr. Barrett said, the distribu- 
tion of medical supplies is still ur- 
gently needed and is being pushed as 
rapidly as the surveys of requirements 
are being received from inspectors. 
Soap and medicines of various sorts 
are the greatest needs, Mr. Barrett 
declared, for in the last two days he 
was in Novorossisk, there were 107 
deaths from cholera. 

“We unloaded some 200,000 tons 
of grain, mostly wheat and corn, at 
Novorossisk while ‘I was there,” said 
Mr. KBarrett. “During April, we 
loaded as high as 100 cars a day of 
supplies, but in May this fell off. be- 
cause of labor troubles, to 30 cars a 
day.” 

Around Novorossisk, according to 
Mr. Barrett, efforts are being made 
to revive business, particularly in the 
shipment of oil and lime produced in 
that region. And the soviet and other 
interests of that district have ordered 
300 tank cars from England. 

One of the great problems of the 
district is brought about by refugees, 
of whom Mr. Barrett estimated there 
are nearly 100,000 in and about the 
city. and large numbers of whom are 
living in caves,

Holding fast to. the best 
social and economic conditions that 
the past has bequeathed to each com- 
monwealth, it is the duty of each state 
federation of business and professional 
womerstq determine for itself to dis- 


eard or snuffle off hampering or dead 


actors.”

SELLERS ALLEGES 
HE WAS “GANGED" 


J. W. Strickland, 85 East Hunter 
street, and his wife, in whose apart- 
ments Strickland’s brother, W. E. 
Strickland, was fatally cut on the 
night of July 4, were arrested Wed- 
nesday afternoon on warrants from 


the municipal court, charging robbery. | 


The warrants were sworn out by 
Lee Sellers, son of I. A. Sellers, who 
was bound over to the superior court 
by Recorder George EK. Johnson under 
a charge of murder without bond. 
They were taken into custody a short 
while after their arrival here from 
Shelby, Ala., where they went to at- 
tend the burial of W. E. Strickland. 
Their bonds were fixed at $1,000 each, 
which they had been unable to make at 
a late hour last night. 

Sellers, who is charged with the 
murder of Strickland, contends that he 
was attempting to defend himselt; 
that J. W. Strickland and his wife 
and the dead man were attempting to 
rob him, and that he was dealt a severe 
blow on the head during the melee, 
which rendered him temporarily un- 
conscious, 

The trouble, according to Sellers, 
nrose over the payment for a pint of 
corn whisky which Sellers claims he 
got from J. W. and Mrs. Strickland. 
They invited him to their apartments 
to get a drink, he asserted. He claims 
to have paid $1.50 for the whisky, 
and after a few drinks had been taken 
by those in the room—some out of the 
bottle he bought and some from 
Strickland’s bottle—the dead man 
started the difficulty by stating that 
Sellers had never paid for the whisky. 

This led to a general fight, Sellers 
claims, during which he was struck 
from behind with a bottle of whisky, 
the blow stunning him. He said he 
was afterward robbed of the $15 he 
had in his pockets.

000 from rental wf the W. & A. to 
aid in the establishment of consoli- 
dated schools in Georgia counties, 
and a bill by Senator Thomas provid- 
ing for the establishment of juvenile 
courts in the state, 

Under the plan of/Senator Childs 
boards of education /would no longer 
be elected by the grs juries and the 
county school superfntendents would 
no longer be elected by the people. 
The people would elect the board of 
education and the Woard would be 
empowered to choose the school su- 
perintendent. 

The object of Mr. Collum's meas- 
ure is to allow for the consolidation 
of schools wherever it would be more 
advantageous in various counties. 

Senator Thomas’ bill fixes the ma- 
chinery for establishment of juvenile 
courts where necessary in any county 
of Georgia. These courts are to pass 
upon all cases eof children under 16 
years of age who are delinquent, neg- 
lected or otherwise subject to the dis- 
cipline, or in need of the care and 
protection of the state. 

The senator spoke in bebalf of the 
bill and Mrs. Vera A. Majette. pro- 
bation officer of the juvenile eourt in 
Wayne county, also appeared before 
the committee to urge favorable ac- 
tion.

Defeat of the primary system and a 
turn to the convention would mean 
‘loss of political power to the farm- 
s which has taken a century to ac- 
uire, Mr. Barrett declared. 
“To abolish the direct primary 
ould be to take a backward step 
hich could not be recovered in the 
t half century,” he asserted. “It 
ould put the special and predatory 
nterests in sole and undisputed 
arge of the government. It would 
completely inaugurate invisible gov- 
ronment that it would be almost. vain 
fio attempt its’ dislodgement. It 
pwould threaten with destruction the 
Snfluence of agriculture in the na-

Guardian Not Needed. 

“The farmers of this country do 
not need a guardian. What they want 
is an open and frank discussion of all 
public questions and they insist that 
they retain the power to select their 
own candidates. They do not believe 
that any exclusive cabal is able to 
select for them the kind of citizens 
who are able intelligently to repre- 
sent them in any public capacity. 
My judgment is they will sternly re- 
sist any attempt to take from them 
the right to choose their own public 
servants, 

“If the people of this country make 
mistakes they can correct them. But 
if the bosses under the convention 
system make errors and commit polit- 
ical crimes, there is little chance that 
they can be made to pay the penalty 
except through the exercise by the 
voters of a direct choice of rulers.

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HAGUECONFERENCE 
ENDS IN DEADLOGK 


The Hague, July 12.—The Mague 
conference on Russia is over—actual- 
ly though not officially—according to 
the general view of the delegates. 

While there has been no final rup- 
ture, there seems to be little possibility 
of a resumption of the negotiations 
without a complete climb-down by the 
Russians and M. Litvinoff, the chief 


soviet delegate, shows not the slight- 
est indication of doing this. 

The British are expected to make 
another effort to induce Litvinoff to 
reconsider his uncompromising atti- 
tude before trunks are packed, but it 
is freely declared on all sides that the 
conference is over. 

Reaches Climax. 

The situation came to a climax 
when at the meeting of the property 
sub-commisgen Sir Philip Lloyd 
Graeme, the British delegate, bluntly 
said there was no use in talking on 
forever and permitting the Russians 
to rake over the old questions continu- 
ally and to keep harking back to 
their old position of demanding credits 
first. 

Admission that the conference has 
reached its final stage was made by 
Litvinoff in an interview later. He 
declared cynically that the non-Rus- 
sian members had only one thing left 
to do—find a pretext for blaming the 
rupture on the soviet nepresentatives. 
Litvinoff charged the non-Russian 
delegates with bad faith, saying the 
soviets gave all the required replies 
but received no information regard- 
ing credits. 

He predicted that the non-Russian 
delegates would make a long declara- 
tion pledging themselves not to make 
private settlements with Russia. 

“Scrap of Paper.’ 

“But it will be only a serap of 
paper,” he said “I know that one 
by one the European natidOns will 
come to us and will seek private 
eredits and get them. You can’t iso- 
late a country of 150 millions. We 
will not accept the status of Turkey. 
We have fought for five years and we 
are ready to fight ten more.” 

A questionnaire was put to the 
Russians demanding to know the con- 
ditions under which private property 
would be held, the freedom to be al- 
lowed external and internal trade, 
methods of taxation, precise informa- 
tion ag to what properties would be 
returned, the reason for non-return 
of such properties as were excepted 
and the compensation contemplated in 
such cases. 

Neither Litvinoff nor Krassin gave 
satisfactory replies, the former saying 
it Was no use dealing with these ques- 
tions until the subcommittee’ on 
eredits had reached a decision. He 
insisted \that the soviet government 
was the Spost stable government in 
the world \and that concessionaires 
were in no \greater danger in Russia 
than in any other country. 

Lloyd Grame'’s prompt retort that 
there was no use continuing this line 
of diseussion faced 
what is apparently the final word of 
the powers.
